FOUND GUILTY 
ON ONE COUNT; 


Decision Given Saturday by 
Mr. Justice Boyle in Hold- 
up Trial. 


NO THEFT IN CASE 
THE COURT FINDS 


Sentence is Suspended for One 
Year on Personal Bonds for 


Good Behavior. 


Found guilty of “attempted 
bery” Arthur Lessard, aged 21, 
Given suspended sentence under cer- 
tain conditions by Mr. Justice Boyle 
in the Criminal Court, Saturday after 
noon, following a 45-minute address 
in which his lordship reviewed the 
facts and law of the case tried before 
him Wednesday.

“attempt 


ed robbery” or in the words of the 
charge, “That he did, being armed 
with an offensive weapon, assault 
Viola Ayres with intent to rob.’ He 


was acquitted on two counts; that he 
did, being armed, rob Viola Ayres of 
$1; that he did steal $1 the property 
of Robert Lucas, grocer and confee 
tioner at 116th street and Jasper at 10 
p.m. on the night of Dec. 31, 1923. His 
lordship ruled that there was no theft 
comnmitted and that he was thus not 
guilty of the other two counts, but 


as accused had entered the store with | 


an offensive weapon and did attempt 
to take $1, he was not guiltless on the 
other charge. 

Having announced his decision, Mr. 
Justice Boyle stated that it 
tomary to give youth a second chance 
but that suspended sentence could not 
be given without the consent of the 
crown agent. 

“When the trial judge takes the re- 
sponsibility of giving suspended sen- 
tence,”’ replied I. B. Cogswell, K.C., 
“Tam to consent.” Such were 
standing instructions, he explained 

Facing the prisoner's box, his lord- 


ship then announced sent@nce sus 
pended for one year, With personal 
bonds in $19,000 for good benavior, 


and in addition to report to the provost 
of the university every month and give 
an account of his doings Lessard 
stepped out of the prisoner's box and 
the dozen spectators left the court. 


Lasts All Day. 


The trial of the case, decision in 
which had been reserved for three 
days, had occupied the attention of 


the court.all Wednesday. Viola A yres, 
clerk in Lueas’ confectionery told of 
the entry of a masked man late New 
year's Eve. Pointing a revolver he car- 
ried, he ordered, “ut up your hands.” 
So frightened she was unable to move 
or speak, she swore he opened the 
cash register and had a dollar bill in 
his hand when Mr. Lucas lapped him 
on the shoulder and asked for an ex- 
planation. The brother of the proprie- 
tor also came out ofa rear room and 
in the tussle that ensued a book rack 
was smashed, part of a show case and 
the glass of the front door. When the 
police arrived and arrested the man 
who proved to be Arthur Lessard, he 
was badly battered, bruised and bldody 
about the face 


According to the evidence the strug- | 


gle lasted about eight minutes before 
the revolver was wrested from the 
hand of the man on the floor and his 
mask torn off. Lessard told the police 
that he had two shells in the gun, 60 
placed that four pulls of the trigger 
would be needed to discharge them, so 
as to avoid an accident. 

The story of accused in court was 
that he had so brooded over being 
badly used at home, he made up his 
mind to disgrace himself and bring 
things to a climax. Getting the re- 
volver, and three drinks of whisky, he 
set out to stage a hold-up, not for 
money, that had nothing to do with 
his troubles he swore. 

The phsychology of the whole affair, 
andthe wild notions of adolescent 
youths was stressed in the defence by 
H. H. Robertson, K.C, An expert wit- 
ness, Dr. H. H. Hepburn, neurologist, 
expressed the opinior. that in doing 
“that abnormal act’ Lessard was suf- 
fering that night from “neurosis.” Mr, 
Robertson argued for acquittal on the 
grounds there was no “intent” proved

That public opinion should not dic- 
‘ate the outcome was the last appeal 
2f Mr. Robertson, who said that the 
ase should be decided upon the evid- 
enee in the court as in all cases wheth- 
or rich or poor, 

EB. B. Cogswell, K.C.. crown prose- 
tutor, Was brief in his summing up of 
he case Wednesday, asserting that all 
three counts were proven and the 
sentence was for the bench to decide. 


“This is the kind of case that should 
was not so tried.’ remarked Mr. Jus- 
‘ice Boyle, Saturday, in stating that it 
ce tried by a jury and I am sorry it 
aad thus fallen to his lot. as presiding 
judge in the fourth week. to deeide on 
facts as well as law. 

Reviewing the evidence, hig lordship 
referred to how the accused “com- 
menced to take one dollar from the 
41," and the girl, apparently helpless 
trom fear, stood on the opposite side 
af the cash register. The girl said he 
was pointing the gun with one hand 
ind working the till with the other, 
but the accused says he was not point- 
ug the gun and that seemed correct 
owing to the position of accused at 
‘he time and the fact of the girl being 
trightened as it was, said the court. 

Vinally overpowered on tho floor, 
one of the Lucas men got the run and 
the police say the shelis were feund 
as stated by the boy. So it was quite 
avident from the story of the boy that 
he held the gun tightly in his hand 
and did hot try to discharge it. 

“The remarkable thing is that Lucas 
and his brother went on with the 
struggle, ten or fifteen minutes, with- 
out trying to get the gun,"’ continued 
his lordship, “All I have to say is 
that the two of them lacked ordinary 
common sense in not looking to their

J. R. Davidson Believes Exten- 
sive Advertising Campaign 
is a Boon to Country. 


Writing to the Edmonten Auto and 
Good Roads Association, J. R. David- 
60n, of the Vancouver Industrial Bu- 
reau, declares that the sum of $50,000 
is spent annually by business men in 
the city, solely for advertising and 
publictty purposes in connection with 
the attraction of the American tour- 
ist. He also writes that during the 
last year, 600 inquiries were made over 
the counter of the information bureau 
by foreign visitors, regarding the pos- 
sibility of making a trip into Nor- 
thern Alberta by road. 

If the roads had been open, says 
Mrs. Davidson, these people would 
have made the round trip by way of 
the Fraser river, Kamloops and Jas- 
per, and then on to Edmonton and 
the prairies, and as a result, Edmon- 
ton would have reaped some benefit 
from Vancouver's pubiicity efforts. 
The writer points out that the final 
connections between the coast towns 
and the interior of British Columbia 
are already under constrution, and if 
the eastern connection, between Bd- 
monton and Jasper, was completed, 
Mr. Davidson believes that this city 
would notice an appreciable differ- 
ence in the number of tourist visitors, 

Sponsors Movement. 

The Industrial Bureau, adds Mr. 
Davidson, is sponsoring a movement 
for inducing the Dominion Govern- 
ment to spend possibly $200,000 to at- 
tract the American visitor to Alberta 
and British Columbia, and to adver- 
tise the whole of Canada from a scenic 
point of view. There ts no doubt that 
such @ canipaign, in conjunction with 
the work already being done from 
year to year by the railway companies, 
would bring more tourists into tho 
country, says Mr. Davidson, who also 
points out that more than $136,000,000 
was spent by tourists to Canada last 
year. This latter sum, he thinks, 
could be doubled by an energetic pub- 
licity campaign, with obvious bene- 
ficial results to the country. The coun- 
try, he says, has the scenic beauty, 
and has attractions for Americans, 
both from the investment and the 
pleasure points of view.

OPTION TRADING. ‘ 
The wheat market has been the centre 
of attention in Western Canada during re 
cent weeks. The transaction at the elevator, 


where the farmer exchanged a load of wheat for 
cash, has been a minor item in the grand tota! of 
the operations. The offices where futures are 
bought and sold have been busier places than the 
elevators. If all the wheat that has been bought 
by people who really did not want it and didn’t 
intend to take delivery, and all the wheat sold by 
people who didn’t have any wheat, were added 
up, the aggregate would be a staggering figure 

How comes it that nothing has been heard 
from those who in other seasons would have stop 
ped this merry dealing in prospective values? Not 


s0 many years ago the country was swept by a 
shudder at the wickedness of ‘‘gambling’’ in 


futures, those who risked their money 
were widely proclaimed to be parasites if not rob- 
bers, and Parliament was invited to enact legisla 
tion which would achieve the impossible by pre 
venting one man buying an option from another 
for delivery at some future date. Not a whispered 
echo of that demand has been heard during the 
last fortnight,
